There were four volunteers who could work at the College, and after discussion ten vol- 
unteer who could work on the chassis at home. j§ Some one hundred pleyback machines are 
echeduled for production at present, with perhaps three hundred more to be made up later 
These involve a transistor input stage followed by two stages of audio, along with a 
_ power supply end necessary controls. 7 
Present plans call for making up ten models at the College. One of these 
models will then be hande® to each volunteer along with as many kits as he can conveni- 
ently handle for wiring at home. Tom Benham stressed that service work would be done 
largely by the Philadelphia Association for the Blind, and that wiring and parts place- 
ment must follow the prototypes exactly in order to facilitate any later servicing. 
WIAWH has volunteered to pick up and deliver the kits. On Monday night 
September 15, W3IW, W3JIL, W3KNC and W50KC appeared at the College for preliminary work 
on the chassis, and the group will meke up the ten prototypes. 
These pleybeck machines will be made available to the blind at not more 
then $ 35.99 each, and make possible to these hendicapped individuals the use of a 
great range of material on tape which is not presently available on discs. 
The suggestion to save money on the postal cards sent with the Blurb came up again. 
but is not well received by the few who are interested in getting Blurb material togethe
